Argentum  and  what  does  it  mean  to  you9  Well,  for  those  you  that 
avoided  taking  a  chemistry  class,  not  much  However,  1  had  the  pleasure  of 
staring  at  a  periodic  table  for  a  few  years  of  high  school  while  taking  chemistry, 
physics,  and  all  the  other  FUN  stuff  that  we  took  for  'college  prep’  in  those 
days  (Also,  I  used  it  to  pretend  that  I  was  studying  it  instead  of  the  tall,  lanky 
blonde  named  Paula  )  Now,  let’s  get  back  to  what  it  means  to  you  It  is  a  fancy 
name  for  silver,  and  its  periodic  table  symbol  is  ag  '  I’ve  collected  all  sorts  of 
coins,  tokens,  medals,  dust  bunnies,  etc  through  my  varied  and,  to  date, 
unrestricted  collecting/pack  rat  ways  At  one  time.  I  collected  ancients  and  I 
think  that  was  when  1  really  got  used  to  seeing  AR  in  reference  to  silver  coins  of 
old  (Sidebar-Au,  au,  AU  and  AV  can  all  be  used  for  gold,  and  A£  is  a 
commonly  used  abbreviation  for  bronze )  !  As  I  peruse  a  Stack's  catalog  1  have 
by  the  computer  I  see  all  of  these,  AE,  AR  and  AV,  used  in  the  first  4  pages 
containing  ancient  coins  S  Thus,  when  I  have  written  various  articles  for  the 
Bugle.  I  used  that  abbreviation,  AR,  ASSUMING  everyone  was  familiar  with 
argentum  aka  silver  and  some  of  its  other  names  and  abbreviations  That  was 
my  mistake,  and  1  apologize  for  leaving  you  in  the  dark,  and  I  don’t  mean  ages. 
So.  where  does  that  leave  us? 

When  we  collect  silver  bars,  we  are  usually  collecting  999  silver, 
(unless  you  make  mistakes  like  yours  truly  and  don’t  use  your  bifocals!  Long 
live  the  king  -  Elvis!)  Silver  has  other  nicknames  that  it  goes  by  and  that  serve 
as  shorthand  to  save  ink  in  catalogs,  advertisements,  books,  trade  publications. 
You  get  the  idea  Sometimes  it  is  referred  to  as  one  of  the  following  fine 
silver,  f  s  ,  Ag,  ag,  AR,  999,  pure  silver,  and  there  might  be  some  I’ve  left  out, 
but  deadlines  call  Also,  we  must  know  the  difference  between  999  silver,  and 
sterling  -  925,  U  S  coin  silver-  900  pre-1965,  U  S.  coin  silver-  400  ’65-  70  halt 
dollars  and  some  Ikes,  and  ours  neighbors  to  the  north,  the  Canadians,  with  their 
coin  silver  of  800. 

If  you  have  purchased  any  of  the  IASAC  publications  in  the  new 
triology  of  5th  edition,  6lh  edition,  and/or  the  silver  bar  price  guide,  IASAC 
thanks  you  I  have  used  the  term  AR  in  some  of  my  previous  writings  that  were 
included  in  the  trilogy  (I  did  notice  an  editorial/proofreading  error  where  my 
‘  AR’s’  were  abused  in  the  introduction  to  the  6U'  edition  They  became  "AU’s  ’ 
This  article  might  clear  up  any  confusion  you  might  have  had,  thinking  I  meant 
AU  (about  uncirculated)  instead  of  the  AR  (silver) 

That’s  about  it  for  this  time  unless  you  want  to  get  into  wm,  bz,  al,  bs, 
etc  or  any  of  the  other  metal  abbreviations  that  token  and  medal  collectors  deal 
with  in  their  collecting  ways

A  BAR  BV  ANY  OTHER  NAME

I  am  an  electrician  employed  in  the  construction  trades,  and  have 
worked  in  this  field  for  over  forty  years.  In  the  field,  I  commonly 
work  with  other  tradesmen,  including  ironworkers.  I  am  also  an 
active  collector  of  silver  bars  and  rounds,  and  have  been  so  since 
1972.  The  reason  for  this  short  story  to  put  to  rest  a  problem 
that  our  club  has  been  wrestling  with,  which  is  the  use  of  the 
word  'BAR*. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  word  “bar*  should  be  used  as  a  generic 
word,  when  used  in  talking  of  our  hobby.  Some  examples  of 
generic  words  ore  Coke**  and  Kleenex*"  Order  a  glass  of  Coke"*  in 
a  restaurant,  you  may  be  served  Coke,  or  a  cola  product  by  another 
bottler.  I  don't  went  to  bring  the  'COLA-WARS*  into  this  story, 
but  I  hope  you  see  my  point.  Some  words  have  evolved  by  common 
usage,  to  not  only  represent  the  product  that  they  are  intended  to 
describe,  but  also  all  similar  products. 

When  a  metalworker  places  an  order  for  steel  (or  other  metals), 
the  order  is  placed  for  'Bar  Stock".  However,  the  phrase  for  bar 
stock  is  preceeded  by  a  description  of  the  kind  of  'bar  stock' 
required.  Some  of  the  common  forms  of  bar  stock  are  round,  flat, 
square,  hex,  and  oval.  The  point  here  is  that  the  generic  word,  for 
any  type  or  form  of  metal  is  preceeded  by  the  word  BAR. 

Since  our  club  has  changed  the  name  from  IASBC  to  IASAC,  perhaps 
this  story  is  no  longer  required.  Myself,  I  love  all  the  bars,  be 
they  round,  rectangle,  oval,  or  square.  Thanks  for  the  opportunity 
to  make  my  point,  and  I  hope  to  read  some  stories  about  rounds 
from  some  of  our  other  members.

AMERICAN  EAGLE  SILVER  COIN  SALES  SET  RECORD 

An  article  in  the  Coin  World  by  Paul  Gilkes  reported  that  the  US  Mint 
sold  20,467,500  of  the  2009  Silver  Eagles  thru  Sept.  30,  2009.  In  2008 
there  were  sales  of  19,583,500  American  Eagles;  a  record  at  that  time. 

Are  you  kidding  me?  How  many  of  these  were  purchased  by  coin  dealers 
that  scoff  at  the  silver  art  bar  hobby?  Why  do  silver  producers  want  to 
melt  down  rare  silver  art  bars  (both  rounds  and  rectangles)  to  produce 
other  silver  issues  or  for  industrial  needs? 

I  may  not  be  the  sharpest  knife  in  the  drawer  or  the  brightest  light  bulb  in 
the  socket  but  can  anybody  explain  to  me  where  any  of  this  makes  any 
sense! 

Coin  dealers  that  fall  all  over  themselves  to  buy  and  sell  one  ounce  silver 
eagles  at  sizable  premiums  want  to  treat  rare  silver  art  bars  like  yester¬ 
day’s  garbage.  You’ve  got  to  be  kidding  me! 

Do  you  know  what  is  going  to  happen  to  those  precious  silver  eagles  when 
the  price  of  silver  retreats  again?  The  price  will  drop  and  everybody  will 
say  “oh.  Well”.  We  all  know  a  lot  of  silver  art  bars  (mostly  the  rare  rec¬ 
tangles,  and  there  are  a  lot  of  those)  would  sustain  a  silver  spot  reversal  or 
continue  to  increase  in  price  regardless. 

If  just  1  percent  of  the  people  that  are  purchasing  a  common  silver  eagle 
would  discover  IASAC  it  would  change  our  hobby  forever.  In  flipping 
through  our  Silver  Art  Bar  Guide  Books,  it  is  easy  to  see  that  coin  collec¬ 
tors  are  missing  out  on  sooooooooooooooooooooo  much.  The  beauty  of 
thousands  of  rounds  and  rectangles  that  are  more  beautiful,  more  interest¬ 
ing  and  every  one  of  them  more  rarer.  (I’m  fairly  sure  my  English  teacher 
wouldn’t  like  that  sentence.) 

If  I  had  not  been  positioned  in  art  bars  before  the  prolonged  silver  down¬ 
turn  of  the  past  few  years,  1  would  have  been  devastated  financially.  So  it 
is  with  first  hand  experience  that  I  feel  so  strongly  about  the  value  of  the 
silver  art  hobby.  I  am  sure  a  lot  of  you  feel  the  same  way.
